finds many varvieties of fish at their best. Prﬂ)|mrul as suggested
here, your family will find baked stuffed fish a welcome change. Blue-
fish, Haddock, Bass, Mackerel, Shad, Weakfish, Whitefish and Cod

Stuffed Whole Fish

. Order a 4- to 5-lb. fish, cleaned and trimmed but
not split—with or without head-and.tail, as de-
sired.- A 4-lb. fish will serve about 5 or 6.

. Let the fish stand 5 minutes’ in salt water to
cover. (Allow 2 tablespoons salt’ for each cup of
water.) Drain.

. Cut three or four gashes through the skin on
each side of the fish, to keep the skin from crack-
ing and fish from brcukmg in baking.

4. Stuff the fish (see recipe below); close the open-‘
ing with toothpicks and string, or with needle
and thread.

Brush the skin thoroughly with salad oil or

. melted fat.

Lay 2 strips of bacon or fat salt pork in a shal-
low, greased baking pan, and place the fish on
